"Tularemia symptoms are 
akin to influenza," Dr. Ko- 
walskl said, "with sudden on- 
set, severe j headache, chills 
and fever, and requiring an 
incubation of up to ten days." 

In most eases, he added, an 
ulcer arises al .the site where 
the organisms gained' en- 
trance, to the body, usually 
the fingers or hands. Though 
streptomycin and dihydro- 
streptomycin are used effec- 
tively in treating the disease, 
"no immunizing agent has as 
yet been developed against 
tularemia," Dr. Kowatski re- 
vealed. 

"However, there arc a num- 
ber of precautions a hunter 
can take to minimize the risk 
of Infection," he said. They 
include the following: 

L Don't shoot sluggish', 
slow moving animals. Such 
game is more likely to be In- 
fected. 

2. Discard any animal 
sporting light colored tuber- 
cities (about* the size of a 
match head) on the surface of 
its reddish-brown liver, for it, 
too, is infected. 

3. Since tularemia can be 
transmitted through the skin, 
always wear rubber gloves to 
protect the hands while 
dressing game. Also, avoid 
splashing of blood or rinse 
water on the arms. 

4. Bury or burn any sus- 
pected carcass to reduce the 
spread of disease. to scaven- 
gers. • •"' 

5. Cook ail game thor- 
oughly to. destroy the organ- 
isms. (Holding game in a 
freezer locker for long per- 
iods will not reduce the haz- 
ard of the illness.)
